DOCTOR'S WIFE 
NEAR MURDER, 
WITNESS SAYS 
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Mrs. Carman, However, 
Denies She Was Down- 
Stairs and Dressed. 


SPOUSE REFUTES STORY 


Testifies at Freeport, I. l., 
Inquest She Was ‘All 
in White,’’- 


Freeport, L. I., July 8.—{Special.]—Mre. 
Edwin Carman, wife of Dr. Carman of this 
city, and her husband both testified today at 
the coroner’s inquest into the death of Mrs. 
Louise Bailey. Mrs. Bailey, a patient of the 
doctor, was shot and kilied by a person who 
broke a pane in the window of the physician's 
office and fired through it from the outside. 

Mrs. Carman, without a change of color or 
& perceptible tremor, stood in the magis- 
trate’s court and saw George Golder point to 
her as the woman he saw downstairs in the 
Carman home five minutes before the mur- 
der. He said she was fully dressed. . The 
doctor’s residence adjoins his office. 

Mrs. Carman swore that she had been in 
her bedroom undressed and lying on the bed 
for an hour before the shooting. Mrs, Ida 
Powell, her sister, who lives at the Carman 
home, corroborated her statement. District 
Attorney Smith attacked Mrs. Carman's 
story for the full hour she was on the stand, 
but failed to shake her composure. 


Each Tells Different Story. 

The doctor declared she was dressed all 
in white the even- of the m r. Mrs. 
Carman testified she wore a blue suit before 
she went upstairs to lie down. 

Dr. Carman swore he did not see his wife 
in his office after the shooting and that he 
did not know where she was before the shot 
was fired. Golder, however, swears that 
not only was Mrs. Carman downstairs im- 
mediately before the shot was fired, but that 
she was in the office of the doctor a few min- 
utes after the murder. Mrs. Carman denied 
she entered the office after the shot was fired. 


Dr. Carman First Witness. 

Dr. Carman was the first witnes. He de- 
nied that his wife had ben in the office after 
the shooting. He might have seen her in the 
waiting room, he said. He saw her next up- 
stairs, he said, after everything had quiet- 
ed down.” 

Who let Mrs. Bailey into the house? the 
district attorney asked. 

‘I do not know,“ the physician replied. 

Dr. Carman said he remembered on one 
occasion that Mrs. Carman rapped on the 
office window while Miss Berins, a nurse, was 
in the office. She demanded to be admitted. 
He let her in, and she said: This is a fine 
piece of business, for a married man and a 
woman to be exchanging money.” 

The witnes explained that he had given the 
nurse $15 as a loan, and added that he had 
loaned her money before. 


Wife Slaps Nurse’s Face. 

Dr. Carman said his wife demanded the 
money from the nurse and received it.“ Closc- 
ly questioned, he admitted that his wife had 
slapped the nurse's face, The affair occurred, 
he said, about 8 o'clock in the evening. ira. 
Carman, be said, had then looked through 
the same window through which Mrs. Bailey 
Was shot. 

After the nurse left, he said, he told his wife 
that the next time she spied on him all 
would be over between them.” Dr. Carman 
said the dictagraph to his wife's room was 
installed, according to her, a few days after 
the quarrel with the nurse. 


“Dressed All in White.” 

District Attorney Smith asked how his wife 
was dressed when he saw her downstairs 
pefore ths murder. 

“All in white,” answered the physician. 
He added that he thought his wife was 
éressed in a kimono when he saw her up- 
stairs some time after the police had arrived. 

Archie Post, a patient, who was in the 
waiting room when the shot was fired, testi- 
fed that the only person he heard go up or 
down the stairs was the daughter of Dr. Car- 
man. Later, he continued, the girl started 
to practice on the piano. A voice—he did not 
know whose—called to her from the porch, 
saying: Don't play that piano now.“ 

About eight minutes later, the witness tes- 
tified, he heard the tinkle of breaking glass 
and then the report of arevolver. He dashed 
out of the house and looked toward the bro- 
ken window, but saw nobody. 


Dressed in Blue, Wife Says. 

Mrs. Carman was dressed, she testified, as 
she was today—in a biue tailor made suit. 

Mrs. Cafman denied she was on the front 
porch or the front steps at any time after 
she returned from New York on thé day of 
the murder. She was in her room, lying 
across the bed, she said, until she heard a 
confusion of noises, She heard glass break 
ing and a pistol shot, but she did not know 
which noise she heard first.

MAGAZINE WORK 


Colonel Leaves the Outlook to 
Give Full Time to Polit- 
ical Campaign. 


DUTY TO FIGHT WILSON. 


New York, July 3.—[Special.]—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt has resigned as contributing 
editor of The Outlook. Lawrence Abbott, 
one of the owners of the magazine, admitted 
this today. 

“It is true that Col. Roosevelt has severed 
his connection with us,“ Mr. Abbott said. 
It was at his own desire. The relations be- 
tween the magazine management and the 
colonel always have been the happiest. Col. 
Zoosevelt was a great circulation builder.” 


Roosevelt Letter Explains Course. 

The following letter from Col. Roosevelt 
was given out by Mr. Abbott tonight: 

„ hope I need not tell you how deeply I 
have appreciated my connection with the 
Outlook during the last five years. If I had 
been able to be, as I expected to be, a man 
entirely removed from all participation in 
active polities, nothing would give me keener 
pleasure than to keep on in the future exactly 
as in the past. - 

‘‘ But the developments of the last three or 
four years have made it imperative that 
should take a more or less active part in try- 
ing to secure in the nation and in the several 
states the triumph of those principles em- 
bodied in the Progressive platform of 1912. 
Whatever I can do to aid in the elimination 
of men like Mr. Penrose, Mr. Murphy, and 
Mr. Barnes from control of our political life 
I must do. 

Sees Duty to Oppose Wilson. 

„In addition I now feel that I am in honor 
bound to stand in strong opposition to the 
administration. I feel that as regards our 
international relations, the pdlicy of the 
present administration has meant the aban- 
donment of the interest and honor of 
America. Furthermore, I feel that within 
dur own boundaries the course pursued by 
the administration has meant the abandon- 
ment of every sane effort to secure the abate- 
ment of social and industrial evils. Its 
legislative and executive program has 
prought about grave industrial depression 
and suffering to business men, farmer, and 
wageworker alike, although perhaps most of 


all the wageworker. 
„Having to do this political work, it has 


become impossible for me to give the time 


necessary to carry out my duties as a mem- 
ber of the @ditorial staff of the Outlook. 
Accordingly, with the deepest regret, I here- 
by resign from that position. If you care 
to have me do so, I shall be glad to con- 
tinue as a special contributor to the Out- 
look, giving you during the coming year 
@ series of articles on social and industrial 
subjects of current interest.”

RESULT OF SPECULATION, 


Macomb, III., July 3.—{Spectal.]—Alleged 
misappropriation of its funds to the amount 
of more than $50.000 by Walter Sperling, 
cashier and general manager, is said to be re- 
eponsible for the closing today of the Bank 
of Adair, a private concern at Adair, a village 
twelve miles east of here. 

The bank will liquidate, pay depositors in 
full, and retire from business. It ie owned 
by a copartnership including wealthy farm- 
ers and stockmen who are worth several 
times the liabffities of the bank, Charles I. 
Imes, a Macomb attorney, has deen placed 


: in charge of the bank by ts owners and will 
of combinations, but presented no definite 


wind up its affaires. 

Sperling's defalcation was discovered by 
the Live Stock Exchange National bank of 
Chicago, which held as collateral notes of 
fermers and others purporting to have been 
given to the Adair bank and indorsed by it 
to secure loans to Sperling's bank. In at- 
tempting to collect one of these notes it was 


Other spurious notes are held by 
the Chicago bank and by banks in this sec- 
tion. 


Forged Notes Returned to Bank. 
All of the forged paper held by neighbor-

ing banks was secured today by the owners | 


of the looted bank. It all bears the indorse- 
ment of the Bank of Adair, executed oy 
Sperling as cashier. 

Experts worked on the bank books all day 
untangling its affairs, but no statement was 
given out showing deposits, assets, and lia- 
bilities further than that it is known that 
Sperling's shortage will exceed $50,000. 

Bperling has been spectfating on the board 
of trade, it has been learned. He used tne 
bank's money to cover his losses. How 
long he has been looting the bank is not 
known, but it ia known that he has deen 
using forged notes for collateral to secure 
loans for his bank for at least three years. 
As forged ‘hotes came due Sperling would 
pay them through his bank, promptly mect- 
ing principal and interest. 


Tries Eudless Chain“ Scheme. 

Sperling operated an endless chain, forging 
and selling new rotes to provide funds for 
pay principal and interest of the maturing 
paper. 

No prosecution has been instituted so far. 
Sperling is still in Adair. His wife is a 
sister of two of the principal owners of the 
bank and is herself a partner in the busi- 
ness. The owners of the bank are Mrs. Lue:- 
la Woods, Frank and Jcy Seaburn, G. R. 
Woods, Mrs. Dovie Rexroat, C. E. Sperry, 
and Walter Sperling, the defaulting cashier, 
and Jessie M. Sperling, his wife, all of Adair 
or adjacent country. 

Sperling was a leader in the church ana 
social life of the little town. He has been 
connected with the bank since its estab- 
lishment ten years ago. Besides being

INCOME TAX SLEUTHS TO GET 
AFTER CHICAGO’S RICH MEN. 


City Has Paid Into Government Chest 
Barely One-Seventh of Amount Fed- 
eral Officials Expected.

Washington, D. C., July 3.—[Special.]—Be- 
cause of the meager income tax returns from 
Chicago Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
will throw his entire investigating force 
into the work there In an effort to ascertain 
what has become of the city’s wealthy men. 

The treasury department belleved Chicago 
would nearly rank New York in the amount 
of income tax pald this year. Instead, New 
York pald almost seven times as much in- 
dividual income assessments. Philadelphia 
paid more than Chicago, while Boston turned 
in almost as much. IIlinols as a state paid 
less than the city of New York. 

In a statement tonight Secretary McAdoo 
rays that $42,079,819 has been collected from 
the corporations taxes, while $28,206,386 has 
been collected from the income tax assess- 
ments.

The United States district attorney's of- 
fice yesterday launched a campaign designed 
to free thousands of men and women from 
the bondage of opium smoking. 

The discovery that Chicago is a nest of 
illicit opium factories prompted the dis- 
trict attorney to start an Inquiry which 
may result in the indictment of officials of 
wholesale drug houses. These concerns are 
believed to have sold the opium which was 
imported ostensibly for medicinal purposes. 

Four Chinese are under arrest in Chicago, 
charged with being the owners of manufac- 
tories. More arrests are expected. Ten 
negroes are under arrest in Peoria under a 
similar charge The federal grand jury is 
expected to start an investigation of the al- 
leged sale of imported opium next week. 


Mixed with “Yen She.“ 

Opium is imported from Asia Minor and 
other oriental countries. The aticky paste 
is rolled into balls with fig leaves. Drug 
houses which import the drug for medicinal 
purposes are believed to engage in the prac- 
tice of selling these balls to Chinese, who 
make it into smoking opium. 

The balls are allowed to soak in water for 
forty-eight hours, after which the water is 
Strained, and cooked down to a waxy con- 
sistency. Often it is mixed with yen she,” 
or ash from an opium pipe, in order to make 
it go further. . 


Two Held to Grand Jury. 

Lee Fun, owner of a merchandise store at 
2121 Archer avenue, dnd Lee Nan, proprie- 
tor of a Chinese drug store at 2215 Archer. 
avenue, were arru'gned before United States 
Commissioner Mason yesterday. Both were 
bound over to the federal grand jury. 

Several hundred pounds of smoking opium 
was found in the basement of Lee Fun's 
store. In a safe in the store was found a 
draft for $23,000 on a Hong Kong bank. The 
manufactory was in the celler. To avert sus- 
picion bolts of silk and other textiles were 
displayed in the show windows, 

What purported to be a laundry was raided 
last week at 2821 South Dearborn street. 
Opium worth nearly $10,000 was found there. 

Truax, Greene & Co., drug dealers, a firm 
that.is controlled. by C. B. Munday and in- 
volved in the La Salle bank affair, was found 
guilty during the day of selling cocaine with- 
out prescriptions and fined $650. The jury re- 
turned the verdict in the court of Municipal 
Judge Wells. 

The cestimony showed that Daniel O’ Don- 
nell nad bought the drug eleven times from 
R. I. Hall, a clerk, without the proper pre- 
scription.

Others then attacked Kehoe from behind. 
Before Kehoe could draw his revolver he 
was cut across his neck, nose, and face.

The death of Capt. Andrew Lewis, veteran 
lake captain, world adventurer, and naval 
veteran of the civil war, at his home at 2164 
Milwaukee avenue late Thursday night 
brought to an end a career as strange and as 
interesting as the most fantastic bit of sea 
fiction. 

Capt. Lewis was born on the island of 
Gothland in the Baltic sea in 1831. His par- 
ents died when he was 9 years old and he was 
apprenticed to the captain of a vessel by his 
sisters. He ran away from the ship on ac- 
count of repeated floggings, found his way 
home, and lay down to die in the snow on his 
mother's grave. A nobleman passing in a 
sleigh picked him up almost frozen and cared 


for him until he was 13, when he ran away 
to sea. 


Stockholm Houses Taken to Frisco, 

After sailing along the South American 
coast on trading vessels for severa! years 
he shipped. from Stockholm, Sweden, on a 
vessel laden wtih houses which were to be 
set up in San Francisco. He made the voy- 
age around Cape Horn and assisted in erect- 
ing the houses, which had been built in Stuck- 
holm and then knocked down. 

He was shanghaied from San Francisco 
in 1849 aboard a vessel bound for Liverpool 
and took part in one of the most peculiar 
voyages ever made. He and another boy of 
his own age were the only two experienced 
seamen on the ship besides the officers. The 
rest of the crew were farmers, tailors, shoe- 
makers, and carpenters who had been shang- 
haied. 

Takes Land to Vote Against Slavery. 

From Liverpoo! he went to Boston, then to 
New Orleans, and sailed up the Mississ. ppi 
to St. Louis. He then went up the Misscuri 
river to Fort Leavenworth end took up a 
himestead several miles inland as a qualifi- 
cation to vote against slavery. A band of 
rangers burned his house and drove him 
away. He then went to St. Paul, Minn, and 
took a preémption on a farm fifty miles west 
of Minnepalois, where he spent three years 
among the Chippewa Indians. 

While seeking employment as a ship car- 
penter he landed in Mobile, Ala., in 1861 while 
the confederates were drafting men. He 
shipped on a vessel for Cherbourg, the last 
boat to leave the port under United States 
clearance papers until after the war. He 
returned to Boston and went to Buffalo via 
the Erie canal, where he enlisted in the navy. 
He served during the war on the gunboat 
Stars and Stripes with the Carolina squad- 
ron. 

Comes to Chicago for Bride. 

After receiving his honorary discharge as 
a noncommissiuned officer he came to Chi- 
cago and married Miss Anna Wahistrom, 
who died fourteen years ago. He was cap- 
tain of several lake vessels for many yeurs 
until his advanced age necessitated his re- 
tlrement. . 

He was a member of the Western Associa- 
tion of California Pioneers, of which J. M. 
Studebaker of South Bend, Ind., was presi- 
dent, and George W. Hotchkiss of Evanston 
was secretary. The organization was dis- 
banded three years ago on account of the 
decrepitude of the surviving members, whose

W life Capt. Lewis passed through 
several shipwrecks and circled the globe 
fe times. 
1 survived by a son, Oscar A. Lewis, 
and a daughter, Miss Lottie Lewis, with 
whom he resided, The funeral services will 
be held tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock in 
Graceland chapel.

Court Grants Petition of Sons of 
Deceased Gambler. 


ALL JOIN IN COMPLAINT. 


Financial Difficulties Involving Es- 
tate Settled, Suit Diseloses. 


The trustees of the estate of the late 
Michael C. McDonald, the gambler, who 
died Aug. 6, 1907, leaving property valued 
at $1,100,000, were discharged by Judge Foell 
in the Superior court yesterday. The action 
was taken in» suit fled by McDona!d’s three 
sons, who asked for a construction of the 
will and the trustees’ cischarge. 

Under the will, as recited by the petition, 
the widow, Mrs. Dora McDonald, received 
property valued at $100,000, and the three 
sons, Guy Cy Cassius M., and Harold A. Mc- 
Donald, were to receive 5100 a month for 
fifteen years after their father’s death. A 
similar allowance was made for any children 
that might be born to them. 


Harold to Get Smallest Sum. 

According to the will, at the expiration of 
this period of fifteen years, the residual 
property was to be divided among the sons, 
Harold, the youngest, to receive $55,000 less 
than his brothers. * 

The petition filed yesterday states that 
Guy C. and Casiue M. McDonald have been 
married several years and have no children, 
while Harold A. McP vnald is unmarried and 
has no intention of marrying at this time. 


Financial Difficulties Settled. 

The brothers aver that the financial diffi- 
culties in which the estaté was involved at 
the time of their father’s?death, including 
several heavy claims, have been setfied by 
the trustees, Wesley Shimcall, Charles Win- 
ship, and Dennis Colbert, and that there is 
no longer need of a trusteeship. 

The petitioners declare their readiness to 
provide a fund to be held in trust with which 
the provisions of the will relating to children 
may be followed.

Chicago expects to experience its safest 
and sanest Fourth today. All previous rec- 
ords in the matter of absence of accidents 
due to explosives are expected to be broken. 
despite the fact that two deaths occurred yeg- 
terday as a result of a premature celebra- 
tion. 

The first victims were two of four boys who 
dug up some old fuses and discarded fire- 
works from a rubbish bes in the rear of 
the former plant of the Garden City Fire- 
works company at West Division street and 
North Lockwool avenue on Thursday. The 
boys placed the explosives in their pockets 
and “hitched on the rear of a wagon. 

Some of the explosives ignited and the 
clothing of all four boys was set on fire. 
Pedestrians beat out the flames as the boys 
fled screaming, but all were severely burned. 
They were taken to the Robert Burns hos- 
pital, where two of them died.

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TEN MEN CONFESS BURGLARIES. 
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Ordinance Unconstitutional, Su- 
perior Court Judge Holds. 


CITY ENJOINED BY DECREE. 


Decision Is Handed Down in Suit of 
Thomas Cusack Company. 


Chicago’s billboard ordinance was held un- 
constitutional yesterday in a decision handed 
down in the Superior court by Judge Charles 
M. Foell. The decree, ‘which was entered 
following a two weeks’ hearing, enjoins the 
city from enforcing the ordinance against 
the Thomas Cusack company. 


Court Grants City Appeal. 

The sign company was upheld in its suit 
against the city in thirty-six separate find- 
ings. Assistant Corporation Counsel Loring 
R. Hoover took an appeal from the court's 
decision and this was granted by Judge 
Foell on condition that a certificate of evi- 
dence be filed with the court within sixty 
days. 


Section of Law Held Bad. 

The specific law deciared invalid is section 
707 of the municipal code, which reads es 
follows: 

It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, 
or corporation to erect or construct any bil’ 
or sign board, in any block on any public 
street on which one-half of the buildings of 
both sides of the street are used exclusively 
for residence purposes, without first obtain- 
ing the consent in writing of the owners or 
duly authorized agents of said owners own- 
ing a majority of the frontage of the property 
of both ‘sides of the street in the biock 
in which such billboards or signboards are 
to be erected, constructed, or located. Such 
written consents shall be filed with the com- 
missioner of buildings before a permit shall 
be issued for the erection, construction, of 
location of such billboard or signboard.”’

Morgan and Kuhn-Loeb Want 
Them as Interest on |. 
Mexico Loan. 


REFUGEES TO GET NONE? 


U. S. Plans to Disburse Revenues 
Only at Southern Repub- 
lie’s Direction. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., July 3.—|Special.j— 
Wall street ig reaching out for a part, if not 
all, of the millions of dollars of Mexican cus- 
toms and other port revenues being collected 
by the United States at Vera Cruz. 

Following the mysterious visit of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan to the White House yesterday, 
where he talked with President Wilson for 
an hour, it became known today that Morgan 


&-Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. have proposed 


the application of the Vera Cruz import and 
export revenues to the payment of the in- 
terest on Mexican bonds held by those bank- 
ers. 

It also transpired during the day that the 
estate department has taken action, construed 
by some members of the senate foreign re- 
lations committee as forestalling the recov: 
ery of damages by Americans for the de- 
struction of property by the warring factions 
in Mexico. The department hes informed 
claimants that Mexico cannot be held re- 
sponsible for such losses. 


Won’t Apply on Indemnity. 

This being the attitude of the administra- 
tion toward American citizens owning prop- 
erty in Mexico, it is assumed that the United 
States doe# not contemplate holding the 
Vera Cruz revenue to apply on damages. 
Nor will these revenues be held to cover a 
national indemnity, which the United States 


waived in the protocol signed at Niagara 


Falls. 

New York bankers, therefore, are confident 
that eventually a large part of the Vera Cruz 
receipts will be turned over to them by the 
United States government. This situation 
they regard as much more favorable to an 
early payment of interest on Mexican bonds 
tran would have been the case Had the 
United States not occupied Vera Cruz. 

Whether Mr. Morgan came to Washington 
for the primary purpose of presenting this 
plea to the president in person could not be 
established here. At the White House it 
was denied that the matter was discussed by 

the president and the New York financier. 


Wall Street in Formal Plea. 

Advices from New York are to the effect 
that Morgan and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. present- 
ed a formal request to the president about 
the middle of June for the application of the 
Vera Cruz revenue on their part of the Mex- 
fcan loan. The matter was taken under 
‘advisement by the cabinet, but no reply has 
deen dispatched to the New York brokers. 

If Mr. Morgan called on the president seek- 
ing to obtain a decision on this request sat- 
isfactory to himself and his financial allies 
he appears to have been not wholly success- 
ful. It may be, however, that his visit re- 
gulted in hastening the reply of the admin- 
istration to the bankers. Inquiry a. the state 
department today developed the infotmation 
that Secretary Bryan has drafted hig answer 
to the request and will forward it at once 
to Morgan & Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

Mr. Bryan's reply will be to the effect that 
the Vera Cruz customs revenue cannot be 
applied under existing circumstances to in- 
terest payments on the Mexican loan held by 
the New York bankers. 


Mexican Law Will Govern. 

He will point out that this could not be 
done without the express permission and re- 
quest of the Mexican government. The 

bankers will be assured, however, that the 
Vera Cruz revenue will be held by the Unitea 
States for disbursement, so far as is possible, 
in conformity with theprovisions of Mexican 
law. 

Although imports and exports have fallen 
off greatly at all Mexican custom houses 
the United States already has a large amount 
of revenue on hand at Vera Cruz. This 
amount will be increased tremendously be- 
fore the American troops are withdrawn 
from Mexican territory. For the fiscal year 
ot 1913 Mexican import duties produced a 
revenue of $40,000,000, while the export re- 
ceipts were $660,000. 

The state department at present contem- 
plates holding the Vera Crus fund until 
some agreement regarding its disposition is 


reached by the United States and whatever 


government eventually is recognized in Mexi- 
co. It may be turned over to the new gov- 
ernment when American occupation ceases. 


Nothing for Yankee Losers. 

But the state department, much to the 
surprise of me Republican senators, has 
indicated clearly that it does not contem- 
plate the application of any part of the Vera 
Cruz revenue to the chiims of millions of 
Gollars presented by American citizens for 
the destruction of their property in Mexico. 

Letters from thousands of these Ameri- 
can claimants have been received at the 
state department. To each the department 
has replied that the claime will be made the 
subject of diplomatic representations to the 
Mexican government, byt that according to 
the principles of Interfhational law the ruler 
of a country is not generally held to be re- 
sponafble for injuries sustained by or damage 
Gone to the property of foreign residents as 
the result of revolutionary: disturbances in 
that country which are beyond his power to 
control. 

This attitude of the state department is 
founded principally upon the ection of the 
United States government in refusing to pay 
the claims of foreigners whose property was 
destroyed by the rebel forces during the 
American civil war. 


There Will Be a Settlement? 
Republican senators say that although 
this is true the state department ought not 


to send out any statement tending in the 


slightest way to foreclose the pressure of 
claims for damages upon the government 
eventually set up in Mexico. They point out 
that the Mexican government naturally win 
desire many favors from the United States 
and that there will be a settlement between 
the two governments growing out of the 
restoration of order and the general with- 
érawal of American troops. 


Even if claims for damages could not be 


pressed as a right of international law, say 


these senators, it would be perfectly proper 


for the United States to insist that a pay- 


ment for the destroyed American property 


be made a part of the settlement agreement. 
The United States will be in a position. to 
enforce payment of these claims and will, 
they assert, be derelict in its duties to its 
citizens if it does not. For that reason the 
letters being sent out by the state depart- 


ment to claimants are regarded as advance 


waivers of the right to enforce this demand 
when the settlement takes place between 
the two governments. | 
It is not unlikely that this phase of the 
administration policy will be called in 
„duestion in the senate by Republican mem- 
ders of the foreign relations committee,

BARONET DROWNS AT PARTY 


Sir Denis Anson Takes Woman's 
Dare and Dives Into Thames. 


RESCUER ALSO PERISHES. 


Envoy’s Son, Seeking to Save Both, 
Narrowly Escapes. 


LONDON, July 3.—A gay midnight river 
party ended in a tragedy in the small hours 
of this morning, when the young baronet, Sir 
Denis Anson, and a bandsman who tried to 
rescue him were drowned in the Thames. 
The young Count Constantin Benckendorff, a 
son of the Russian ambassador, who went to 
the aid of the other two, had the narrowest 
kind of an escape. This is the story! 

Young Benckendorff hired a large steam 
launch from Hampden court to pick up a 
party at Westminster bridge for a midnight 
trip to Kew and back. According to the 
story which the skipper told to the owner 
of the launch, the party consisted of about 
fourteen men and women. All were in 
evening dress and there was a band of seven 
musicians and waiters on board. 


Excitement Reaches High Pitch, 

It was a lively party. They danced and 
sang all the Way to Kew, except when they 
were sitting on the deck at an al fresco sup- 
per. On arriving’ at Kew the boat turned 
end proceeded towards Westminster. The 
party continued in a gay and festive spirit; 
and although there appeared to be plenty of 
fun and skylarking there was no untoward 
conduct, according to the skipper, until the 
boat was approaching Battersea bridge. 

At this point Sir Denis Anson got on the 
bridge and announced that he proposed to 
take a header into the water. Capt. White 
of the launch prevented him from doing 80 
and requested the baronet to leave che 
bridge, which he did, but when he reached 
the deck some of the women chaffed him. 
He then walked down the deck to an opening 
near the engine room, put his hands over his 
head, and before the engineer, who thought 
the thing was a joke, could prevent him, 
dived overboard. 


Other Bodies Disappear. 

Sir Denis swam a few strokes, and then 
suddenly showed signs of being in difficul- 
ties. Ono of the members of the band, named 
Mitchell, jumped overboard, but he was car- 
‘ried off by the strong tide. Then Count 
Benckendorff jumped in. He was soon in 
trouble, but was rescued by a boatman. He 
was in an exhausted condition. The others 
bad disappeared under the water. 

The party is believed to have come from 
a performance of the Russian opera company 
at the Drury Lane theater. It included Ray- 
mond Asquith, son of the prime minister, and 
his wife; Jasper Ridley, brother of Viscount 
Ridley, and brother-in-law of Count Con- 
etantin Benckendorff; Mrs. Ridley, Edwin 
Horner, and Claude Russell. 


Tragedy Result of a Dare.“ 

A further account by the skipper shows 
clearly that the tragedy was the result of a 
dare.“ The skipper says he beard the 
women talking to Sir Denis Anson and one 
of them said: 8 

Tou dare not do it, Denis.“ Capt. White 
took no particular notice until he heard a 
splash. 

The mate of the launch says: 

I noticed that Sir Denis was being chaffed 
by women, and when I saw him stand ona 
seat in the top of the cabin I pulled him back. 
A woman had hold of his hand at the time. 
Some one said, referring to me: Chuck 
him in the water, Denis.“ 


Women Take Perilous Chances. 

The captain, in speaking of the gayety of 
the party, said that some of the women dur- 
ing the trip walked around the “ cover 
board "’ of the launch’s ledge, which was less 
than a foot in width. 

Sir Denis had a reputation as a good 
swimmer. 

Sir Denis was born in 1888. He was a son 
of the late F. A. Anson of New Zealand. He 
succeeded his uncle, the Rt. Hon. Sir Wil- 
liam Anson, Bart., last December.

ILLINOIS FIRES LAST YEAR 
COST RISK FIRMS $7,380,880. 


Statistician of State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation Reports—More than Half of 
Loss in Chicago. 


Edwardsville, III., July 3.—[Special. IIn- 
surance lost because of fires in Illinois during 
1913 amounted to $7,380,880, according to 
compilations made here today by Simon 
Kellermann Jr., statistician of the Illinois 
Fireman's association. Of the total loss 
$4,798,457 was in Chicago. 

During the year 15,919 fires were reported 
in the state. That number is the largest on 
record. The total number of fires in 1912 
was 14,504, and for 1911 the total was 14,734. 
Illinois cities spent $4,171,982 in the mainte- 
nance of fire departments during 1913. For 
that purpose the Chicago department ex- 
pended 383, 221, 687. 86. The Chicago depart- 
ment shows a cheaper upkeep than in 1912, 
when the total expenses were given at $3,623, - 
700.11. : 

The report includes a 200 word summary of 
the Chicago fire department, reciting among 
other things that the department has 298,700 
feet of hose, 12,600 feet of ladders, 126 steam 
fire engines, 1,880 men on full pay, 733 horses, 
and six automobiles. There are 119 fire 
companies in Chicago and the total value of

Rescuers Arrive Opportunely. 

Lantala was overpowered by Ald. Davis 
antl Building Inspector Van Horne, who ran 
into the mayor's office when they heard the 
scuffing. By this time he had inflicted 
three wounds on the mayor. 

Duncan and Lantala were taken to hos- 
pitals, where it was said after a full ex- 
amination that the mayor's wounds were 
superficial cuts on the neck, back, and 
shoulder, while Lantala’s wound would have 
to be examined further to ascertain whether 
the liver had been penetrated, in which case 
it might prove fatal. The mayor later was 
removed to his home. 


Mayor Tells of Shooting. 

Lantala et first appeared in the office of 
Police Judge Booher and, after „cue 
him, repaired to the second floor of the city 
hall, Where Mayer Duncan was just enter- 
ing his own office. 

I noticed some one behind me,“ declared 
the mayor, as he was lying on a cotin the 
emergency hospital.

Shoots as Man Lunges.

and shot just as he lunged with the knife.“

VIENNA, July 3.—In the presence of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, the new heir to the 
throne, the Archduke Charles Francis 


Joseph, many archdukes and archduchesses, 


cabinet ministers, diplomats, and high mili- 
tary and civil officials, funeral services for 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand and his 
wife, the Duchess of Hohenberg, who were 
assassinated last week, were held in the 
chapel of the Hofburg this afternoon. - 


Emperor and Heir Side by Side. 

Emperor Francis Joseph and the members 
of the imperial family assembled in the 
Gobelin salon of the Hofburg and proceeded 
thence to the chapel. The aged emperor 
and the new heir apparent to the throne 
occupied seats on the oratorium above the 
right side of the high altar, while the am- 
bassadors had places om the left. Twenty 
members of the corps of gentlemen at arma, 
in gorgeous uniforms, stood at attention at 
the sides of the catafalque. 

The emperor, in the uniform of a field mar- 
shal, walked to the catafalque on which the 
coffins rested and stood upright before the 
prie dieu. He passed his handkerchief acroas 


his eyes once, but quickly recovered himself 


and remained uptight. He did not usea chair 
throughout the funeral services.

The ecclesiastical procession was headed by 
tre court master of céremonies and twenty 
acolites carrying lighted candies.

Mr. Balfour 
and become the chief of the party and 
prime minister at a later day, mocking 
fortune exacted a heavy toll for all the 
favors she had conferred on him in the 
past.

He was condenined to the seclusion of a 
sick chamber. He had to sit idly by 
while others fought less vehemently than 
he would have done for the policies he had 
originated. He lived to see home rule 
granted, at least to Nationalist Ireland, 
while the tariff reform“ or protectionism 
he advocated has fallen far short of ac- 
ceptance even in his own party. 

The pathos of Chamberlain’s frustra- 
tion, as well as the passage of time, have 
mitigated the feeling against him, even 
among those who denounced him as a ren- 
egade. And certainly if he was, one of 
those for whom “‘a sorrow’s crown of sor- 
row is remembering happier things, death 
must have been welcome to him. 


NO JEWS AMONG THESE CENSORS. 
An association of clergymen recently 
discussed the question of motion picture 
censorship and ended by urging the pas- 
sage of the Hughes bill empowering five 
censors sitting in New York to say what 
pictures shall be seen by 100, 000, 000

Critics said the Belgians did not have 
any style, but, seemingly, they had style 
all the while.” They bucketed furiously. 
They rowed like eight impassioned Poug- 
shoremen, like persons who did not care 
how they went so long as they were going 
—and they went. The finished style of 
Leander brought Leander last to the finish 
three times. 


Leander recaptured the cup. The Sydney 
Rowing club of New South Wales took it in 
1912, but this was, in a measure, keeping it 
in the English family. Leander took it 
back again in 1913. 

Either the Harvard second crew or the 
Boston Union crew will bring the cup to 
America this year. They survive for the 
finals, the Harvard seconds having defeated 
Leander in the preliminaries and the Winni- 
peg crew in the semi-finals, and the Union 
Boat club of Boston having won from the 
London Rowing club in the preliminaries 
and from the German crew of Mayence in 
the semi-finals. The two American crews 
will race today, and one will bring home the 
cup. 

The Harvard second crew had proved 
itself to be superior to all the crews it met 
this year in the United States, and it was 
in a number of races before it defeated the 
Yale second. Second crew is hardly a 
fair appellation for the men. The first and 
second crews are pointed differently, one for 
a short and one for a long race. The first 
crew is trained for the four mile, the second 
for the two mile race. The Harvard second 
could give the Harvard first a merry race 
over the short distance. The chances are 
the second crew would prove its superiority 
in the race that approximates a sprint. 

“Second” is woh os much a term defining 
efficiency as it is one indicating purpose, 
although the seconds would be robbed by 
the coaches of any man who demonstrated 
his superior equipment for the longer race. 

To compete at Henley, which offers the 
short course, a crew must not have been in 
the hands of a professional coach for a 
period of thirty days preceding the race. To 
qualify the Harvard crew for Henley it was 
taken out of the hands of the Harvard pro- 
fessionals and rounded into condition for 
the Yale race under amateur direction. 

Either Boston or Harvard will present 
the United States with the grand challenge 
cup today, and even the English may not 
begrudge this success coming after some 
thing like forty years of effort.

T would be difficult to find a more roman- 
tic site than that of the last resting place 
et the tated Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand and of the Duchess of Hohenberg, 
his morganatic wife. His sarcophagus 
and that in which the Duchess of Hohen- 
berg was laid are both in the crypt beneatn 
the chapel, or rather church, of his favorite 
castle of Artstetten, which is situated on the 
heights above the Danube, just opposite 
the ancient town of Poechlarn. 
The building of the crypt, or rather vauit, 
was exceedingly difficult and costly, owing 
to the fact that it had to cut out of the 
solid rock upon which the many century old 
church and castle were built without in any 
way affecting the solidity of the sacred edifice 
above by blasting. 


— 

The vault is large enough to hold twelve 
sarcophagi, and it is difficult to conceive a 
greater contrast than that between this in- 
tensely quiet mausoleum, with not a sound 
to disturb the rest of the dead, and the 
noisiness of the crypts of the Capuchin 
church at Vienna, which contains the re- 
mains of all the Hapsburgs who have died 
during the last 200 years, but where the 
sounds from the streets above, especially 
the rattle and rumbling of the street traffic, 
of the tramways, and of the subway trains 
go on without intermission by day and by 
night. The tremor and din are so great 
that it is almost ompissible to hear oneself 
alk. One is indeed obliged. to shout one’s 
remarks, instead of using the reverential 
whisper customary in the presence of the 
dead. 


~~ 

The late archduke, whenever he had occa- 
sion to visit the erypt of the Caupuchin 
church at Vienna in an official or private 
capacity, used to express his aversion to the 
place by reason of its lack of peace and 
quietude, and always declared that he would 
never be able to sleep his last sleep there 
undisturbed. That is why he prepared the 
vault or crypt beneath the castle church at 
Artstetten for the reception of his own re- 
mains and of those of his wife and chil- 
dren. 

Francis Ferdinand knew full well that the 
laws of his dynasty: would never permit his 
morganatic wife and children to repose be- 
side him in thé vaults of the Capuchin church 
at Vienna, a burial place which is restricted 
exclusively to full fledged members of the 
Hapsburg dynasty. At Artstetten, on the 
other hand, he would be able to lie beside 
his wife and children, to whom he was de- 
voted. 


— 

The castle of Artstetten is an ancient 
stronghold, where he spent much of his boy- 
hood, and on the artistic and reverential 
restoration of which he lavished large sums 
of money. 

It plays a role in the Niebelungen as the 
residence of Ruediger, one of the heroes of 
that epic, who accorded a magnificent re- 
ception there to Kriemhild on her journey 
to the land of the Huns. F 

There is only one corpse in the crypt of 
the Capuchin church at Vienna which is 
not that of a monarch or of a prince or prin- 
cess Of the imperial house of Hapsburg. 

It is that of Countess Marie Fuchs, a wom- 
an of obscure origin. She was the governess 
of Empress Maria Theresa, whom she had 
brought up from earliest childhood, and 
who was profoundly attached to her, regard- 
ing her in the light of a second mother and 
as her most trusted friend and counselor. 

Maria Theresa created her a countess and 
kept her by her side as long as the old lady 
lived and when she died broke all rules of 
etiquette by attending the funeral in per- 
son and by insisting that her so faithful re- 
tainer should be entombed in the crypt of the 
Capuchin church, close by the spot where 
this great empress would herself repose on 
the close of her evéntful career and reign.

It may be recalled Grand Duke Charies 
Frederick of Saxe-Weimar accorded this 
seme extremely rare postmortem distinction 
and honor to the remains of the poets Goethe 
and Schiller, who were laid to rest in the 
wonderfully picturesque royal mausoleum

of Fuerstengruft in the suburbs of Weimar. 

Goethe's body still lies there. But three 
or four years ago the startling and discon- 
certing discovery was made that the body 
which had been entombed there as that of 
the poet Schiller was that of an obscure 
stranger, and that a mistake had been made. 
The body was therefore ignominiously eject- 
ed, and, owing to the difficulty of identifying 
the several skeletons alleged to be that of 
Germany’s most celebrated bard, no attempt 
was made to fill the vacant sarcophagus, 
which was in due corse removed. 


— 

While k would be a mistake to accord un- 
limited credence to the stories which ascribe 
to persons highly placed in the Servian cap- 
ital responsibility for the assassination of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand of Austria on 
Sunday last, it is impossible to refrain from 
attaching sinister significance to the fact 
that King Peter of Servia should have sud- 
denly relinquished, only a couple of days pre- 
viously, the reigns of sovereignty to his 
second son, Crown Prince Alexander, pre- 
paratory, it was said at the time, to abdica- 
tion. 

King Peter's envoy at Vienna is known to 
have urged both the archduke and thé duch- 
ess to abandon their projected progress 
through Herzegovina and Bosnia on account 
of the bitterness of the Servians living in the 
two provinces against Austria and particu- 
larly against the archduke. 

The ServVian plenipotentiary made strong 
representations in the same sense to the 
Austrian government at Vienna at the per- 
sonal instance, it is said, of his sovereign, 
and it was only when King Peter learned that 
his entreaties had been without aval) and 
that the archduke was determined not to 
abandon the tour that he suddenly retired 
from the responsibility of sovereignty on the 
score Of ill health, abandoning his scepter to 
the crown price as regent. 


— 

No one will for one moment believe that 
King Peter had any active share in instigat- 
ing the assassination. But what is more 
than probable is that he was cognizant of the 
conspiracy against the life of the archduke 
and that he felt himself quite powerless, 
either to prevent by means of imprisonment 
the conspirators from putting their nefarious 
projects into execution, or to punish them 
if proved guilty after the murder had taken 
place. 

Peter has never been a free agent since 
his accession to the bloodstained throne of 
King Alexander, the last of the Obreno- 
vitches, eleven years ago. He has always 
been under the thumb of the acknowledged 
assassins of that unhappy monarch. 

Though called upon in vain by the various 
foreign governments, either to punish the 
perpetrators of the shocking murder, or at 
any rate to banish them from his court and 
to deprive them of the high offices with which 
be rewarded them, he confessed himself 
unable to move in the matter and under- 
went in consequence thereof the most cruel 
and humiliating of boycotts by his brother 
sovereigns. * 

He did not dare to act, fearing lest some 
unwritten chapter of the butchery of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga should be re- 
vealed.

Some years later a conspiracy was discov- 
ered at Cettinje upon the life of King Nich- 
olas of Montenegro. The bombe with which 
Nicholas was to have been blown up were 
shown to have been manufactured at Bei- 
grade, while the correspondence seizéd by 
the Montenegrin authorities and the con- 
fessions of the prisoners left no doubt as to 
the responsibility of personages highly 
placed at Belgrade, even in the entourage of 
King Peter. ) 

Nevertheless, although Peter is a son-in- 
law of King Nicholas, he confessed himself 
unable to punish the authors of the conapir- 
acy, even when proofs of their guilt were 
placed in his hand. Diplomatic relations 
between Cettinje and Belgrade were broken 
off; nor were they restored until Russia in- 
tervened in order to organize that confedera- 
tion of the Balkan allies which culminated 
in the war against Turkey. *

Events in Chamberlain’s Career 


Which Made Him a Leading Briton. 


O statesman, not even Gladstone in 

the days of his greatest vogue, may 

be said to have enjoyed so strong 

a grip on the popular imagination 

as Joseph Chamberlain or who 
furnished the subject of more talk among 
all classes of the people. 

Mr. Chamberlain was the pioneer in 
Great Britain of a protective tariff, and the 
great advocate of imperialism. For thirty- 
eight years, with a brief interregnum, he rep- 
resented Birmingham in parliament. In 1906 
his career of stormy activities was ended 
by a stroke of paralysis. The blow fell when 
he was in fhe midst of a strenuous campaign 
for the establishment of a protective tariff 
with preference for the British colonies, and 
just after his constituents had celebrated the 
thirtieth anniversary of his first election. 
From that day he was an invalid, a pa- 
thetic onlooker. In each election he was re- 
turned to his old seat, and appeared after- 
ward in the house but once, where, amid re- 
spectful silence, he made his way to the 
speaker's desk on the arm of his son and took 
the oath of office. On Jan. 5, 1913. Mr. 
Chamberlain wrote to his constituents, re- 
signing his seat, and saying: 

„Cannot hope again to do my work in 
parliament, and I feel that our city and the 
constituency need the services of a younger 


man.”

In 1876 he entered parliament, being elect- 
ed without opposition as a Liberal from 
Birmingham. In his early years in the com- 
mons he sat among the home rule Liberais 
with whose aspirations he was supposed to 
sympathize, but a few years later he em- 
phatically disabused his a »cfates in the 
house of any notion they ma; wave had of his 
belief in separate government for Ireland. 
In less than four years he was a cabinet 
minister, entering Gadstone's government in 
1880 as president of the board of trade, and in 
less than a decade his hold on popular opin- 
jon was almost as great as Gladstone's. 
After the general election of 1885 he be- 
came president of the local government 
board, but by the spring of 1886 his and Glad- 
stone’s relations on the latter's Irish policy 
had become so strained that he broke with 
the great premier, resigned his place in the 
cabinet, and left the Liberal party, never to 


return to it. 


“a 

Chamberlain and others high in the Lib- 
eral party who saw in Gladstone's home rule 
proposals and propaganda a menace to the 
integrity of the empire, formed a new party 
to resist them. They called themselves Lib- 
eral Unionists and anti-home rule was, in the 
beginning, their main tenet. Lord Harting- 
ton was the first leader, but when he was ele- 
vated to the peerage through the death of his 


father, Mr. Chamberlain was chosen the 
party's chief. 

Meanwhile Mr. Chamberlain had .visited 
the United States, November, 1887, to Feb- 
ruary, 1888, as the head of the British repre- 
sentatives upon the American-British joint 
high commission which was to negotiate a 
treaty for the settlement of the long stand- 
ing fisheries dispute. A treaty was signed 
but the United States refused to ratify it. 

Late in 1888 Mr. Chamberlain returned to 
the United States, this time to be married. 
Having been twice a widower, he took as his 
third wife Miss Mary Endicott, daughter of 
William C. Endicott, President Cleveland’ 4 
secretary of war. 


— 

During the campaign of 1892 Mr. Chamber- 
lain worked with great effect and subse- 
quently in the commons he was to the fore- 
front in all the assaults on the Irish govern- 
ment bill, and clashed frequently with Mr. 
Gladstone. 

The Birmingham man with the monocle 
and long, aquiline nose (both the delight of 
the English caricaturists), the keen head, 
and the forceful tongue, the faultlessly fash- 
ionable attire topped off invariably with a 
white orchid in the coat lapel, was now @ 
commanding figure at Westminster. On the 
formation of the coalition (Conservative and 
Unionist) ministry in 1895, he took office un- 
der Lord Salisbury as colonial secretary. 

As colonial secretary Chamberlain’s re- 
markable powers were severely tested by 
South Africa—the chain of strenuous events 
beginning with Jameson's hare brained raid 
and ending when Lord Kitchener had worn 
down the stubborn Boer resistance, with the 
treaty of Vereeniging—but he stood the test. 
His enemies, too, savagely assailed him as 


being the adroit tool of the Rand gold mine 


owners, and his course toward the Afri- 
kanders was a leading issue in the campaign 
of 1900 and during 1901.

The war and the elections over, Chamber- 
lain set himself th» task of fostering the re- 
lations between the mother country and the 
colonies. The constitution for the Austra- 
Han commonwealth was one of his produc- 
tions. , 
Just before his sixty-seventh birthday 
Chamberlain launched his scheme of fiscal 
reform, which partly succeeded in splitting 
the Unionist party. It was in May and at 
Birmingham that he announced his new pol- 
icy, and finding in September that his party 
was not ready for so radical a change, he 
resigned to devote himself to popularizing his 
doctrines. He fought the cause with a genius, 
eloquence, energy. and organization never 
equaled in any previous moment in his ca- 
reer, but his party wavered and went down 
to defeat in the election of 1906.

DEAD IN LONDON, 


Commanding Figure in Brit- 
ish Politics and Government 
Succumbs to Illness. 


DEATH HOLDS SURPRISE. 


Condition of Aged Statesman Not 
Known to Be More Serious 
than Usual, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.) 

LONDON, July 3.—The Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the great advocate of tariff 
reform in England, and the man who caused 
the formation of the Unionist party, which 
succeeded the old Conservative party, died 
suddenly last night at his home in Prince's 
Garden, 8.W. Mr. Chamberlain was strick - 
en with paralysis seven years ago and has 
been an invalid ever since. It was not known, 
however, that his end was so near. 

The cause of Mr. Chamberlain's death was 
officially given as heart failure. He had a 
bad attack on Tuesday and had been sinking 
gradually up to the time of his death. The 
members of the family kept the matter 
quiet. Mrs. Chamberlain, who formerly was 
Miss Endicott of Boston, and his son, Austen, 
were with him at the time of his death. 

“ A great Englishman has gone, was the 
comment of Lord Curson, when told of Mr. 
Chamberlain's death and the press and pub- 
lic without distinction of parties concur in 
this opinion. 


Death Comes as 

As recently as Monday Mr. Chamberlain 
was about his house and garden. On Tues- 
day he was not so well, and on Wednesday 
he took to his bed. Yesterday morning it 
was clear that his strength was insufficient 
to resist the heart attack from which he was 
suffering. His near relatives were sum- 
moned and gathered at the house. The 
physicians rematned with Mr. Chamberlain | 
all day but without avail, and he passed 
away peacefully in the presence of all the 
members of his family at 10:15 p. m.

He gives an amusing account of 
his acquaintance with Hugh Lane, Lady 
Gregory's nephew, who was getting up the 
art exhibition, and of Moore’s attempt, only 
half serious, to get gruff, suspicious old Str 
Thornby Stokes to lend some of his pictures. 
Lane, he said, thought first of designing 
women’s clothes, but he went into Colnaghi's 
picture shop and learned to deal in art. It 
may be that Lane sprang from tailor-mades 
right into Salvator Rosa and up again te 
Georgione and Titian.”’

Pleads for National 
Theater in America. 


PLEA for the establishment of a na- 
tional theater in the United States was 
made yesterday at the convention of the 
National German-American association 
in the Hotel La Salle. 

The speaker was Prof. Oscar Burckhardt of 
Marquette university, Milwaukee. 

“fo have such a theater is the nation’s 
right, he said. “As it now is dramatic art 
has no home. American dramatic art lacks 
continuity because she is a wanderer with no 
assured home. In Germany every town and 
city has a muficipal theater. The deficit for 
maintenance is met every year by the munic- 
ipal government. This gives national unity 
to Germany's art. In such a theater the drama 
has an opportunity to be judged on its worth 
and not simply by a passing popularity.” 


— 


The resolutiona passed by the convention 
demand a higher professional training for the 
teacher, higher salaries, a guaranteed position 
after five years probationary service, a pension 
after long service. “If these standards were 
secured,“ the resolutions said, teaching would 
become a profession and would reach the high- 
est usefulness for society and the nation.” 
The resolutions also recommended the intro- 
duction of foreign language study into the 
lower grades.

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give you an idea of the importance and the 
desirability of this beautiful golden trophy. 
Also it will explain why the Florida crew 
has. been working every day, both in its boat 
and in its rowing machine, to keep in con- 
dition for the day it would have to defend 
its title. 

Ever since February the crews of the Flor- 
ida and Utah have been worked hard in these 
gulf waters, and every man in each of the 
crews is burned,to a rich umber tint. They 
have been regarded as the favorites in the 
race, and the betting has been about equally 
divided between them. 

The Battenberg cup race was scheduled 
for June 15, and was to be preceded by the 
Jamestown cup race, in which the racing 
cutters aré manned by commissioned offi- 
cers of the navy and marine corps. The lat- 
ter race was set for June 18. 

To complicate matters, the Utah, which had 
on of the two favored crews, was ordered 
home, and was due to sail at 11 o'clock on the 
morning of June 15, the day set for the Bat- 
tenberg cup race. 

Placid Sea on Big Day. 

By good luck, the morning of June 15 
dawned upon a placid sea. The sky was gray 
early in the morning, but when the smooth- 
ness of the water was seen, the signals were 
sent for the officers’ crews to report at once 
for the Jamestown cup race, which had been 
postponed from the 18th on account of rough 
seas. Nine crews were soon at the starting 
line and nine crews of muscular young om - 
cers were off for the one mile pull. 

Soon there was a thunder of applause from 
the Wyoming and the race wes over. The 
crew of the flagship had won! 

That night at a dinner given to the winning 
crew in the wardroom, Capt. Kilgore gave 
the credit for the victory to Coxswain Manly;

Setting for Cup Race. 

The greater event, the race for the Batten- 
berg cup, was set for ¥ o'clock. Lieutenant 
Commander John Halligan Jr., the navigator 
of the flagship, wae the referee, and to his 
kindness I was indebted for the privilege of 
seeing the race from his launch. At 8:20 
o' clock we left the flagship and steamed down 
between the lines of battleships anchored in

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New York, July 3.—[Special.}—The only 
emotion felt in Wall street over the week's 
movement in the stock market is that of 
genuine surprise that prices should go up 
at all. The market had already had a partial 
reaction from the depression that marked the 
Claflin failure and that was all that was 
expected of it. Although the combination 
of great strength and dullness such as is dis- 
played is symptomatic of a thoroughly liqui- 
Gated market, nobody seems willing to be- 


eve that stocks are scarce, that holders are 


no longer to be frightened into selling them 
and that the marbhet is an absolutely natural 
one. 

The fact is that the Wall street mind is 
biased. It is utterly estranged from bullish 
notions. A long series o fdisappoint ments has 
warped the imagination until it is impos- 
sible for the street to visualize permanent 
improvement in the market.

The attractions of Southern Pacific stock 
from an investment standpoint may have 
been increased, but there does not appear to 
be an irresistible incentive for immediate 
speculative purchases in the news that the 
company’s title has been declared clear to 
certain oil lands of uncertain but sui ly 
great value. Perhaps that is due to the 
general inertia of speculation. Perhaps it is 
because the advantage in this decision is so | 
indefinite and far away. 

The latest rumor that a company has been 
formed to handle these oil lands and that 
the shares of the concern are to be distributed 
in the form of a stock dividend suggests 
something more tangible. Should this rumor 
turn out to have the slightest basis in fact 
it might supply what has been lacking to 
promote broad speculative interest in the 
stock. The proposals of a Southern Pacific 
melon would be bound to aid the imagination.

It fs pretty safe to conclude that a fair 
number of the small fry in the professional 
ranks are bearish on the stock market for 
no other reason then lack of business. In 
other worde, own troubles prevent them 
from taking an intelligent view of the aitua- 
tion.

CORN UNDER PRESSURE | 


Wheat prices had a reactionary tendency 
yesterday except for the July, which showed 
@ good deal of strength. The weather con- 
ditions northwest were favorable as a rule, 


and there was no black rust report to stir up | 
buying support. Shorts covered freely the 


last few days and there was less demand , 
from that quarter, while “the outside buying 
demand was limited. In July the offerings 
were light and shorts were fair buyers. Final 
prices were Me up to * off. 

Liverpool lost part of an early advance, 


but closed Kid higher, the July being es- 


pecially firm. Unfavorable reports from 
Russia, with the firmness recently on this 
side, and the small world’s shipments ex- 
pected, were the main influences in making 
prices at the English market. Paris was 
c up, on unfavorable crop reports from 
France, Antwerp was unchanged, and Ber- 
lin was %c up. 
Hedging Sales Lighter. 

Hedging sales here were the lightest in 
tome time. Overnight acceptafices were 
small, but a little wheat was bought to ar- 
rive during the day, Minneapolis outbid- 
ding Chicago in Nebraska, paying Chicago 
July prices for wheat to arrive by July 15. 
Minneapolis had only 19 cars in and the cash 
situation there is tightening up and is be- 
ing reflected in the higher prices prevailing 
for the July. All of the northwest mar- 
kets were again relatively firm. 
There were rains in South Dakota and 
in parts of Nebraska, Iowa, and western 
Kansas, but on the whole weather conditions 
were favorable. Black rust reports from 


Wilmot, S. D., were denied, and so far the | 


crop experts now in the field have failed to 
discover any black rust. Clear weather is 
needed, however, and the predictions were 
for unsettled conditions again. Thrashing 
reports from the winter wheat sections were 
bearish, generally being larger than esti- 
mated early. 7 


Cash Sales Liberal. 

Bales of cash wheat to exporters were fairly 
Hideral, about 400,000 bu. Foreign exports indi- 
cated a continued need for American wheat. 

orla’s shipments for the week were estimated at 
1 bu, or a little larger than a year ago. 
"Plate shipments were small at 360,000 bu. India 
ghipped 1,728,000 bu and Australia 944,000 bi. 
From this country and Canada weekly clearances 
were 5,700,000 bu, against 3,501,000 bu. the ship- 

ments from this side being nearly haif the total 
shipments for the week. 

Receipts here were 129 cars and 151 cars were 
inspected yesterday. Primary arrivals were 2, 906, - 
000 bu for the week, against 2,582,000 bu a year, 
ago. In the northwest receipts were 106 cars. 
Winnipeg had 278 cars. Minneapolis wheat stocks 
decreased 1,250,000 bu for the week and Duluth 
stocks decreased 340,000 bu. Clearances for the 
day were 500,000 bu. 


Corn Bears Aggressive. 


Corn prices were forced down by the faverable 
crop reports, the continued heavy local pressure, 
and by the lack of good buying support. Final 
prices for the day were lc off for the aptive 
months. market prices were e lower 
and sales for shipment were 125,000 bu. Outside 
markets were easier as a rule. A bearish factor 
was the increased shipment from Argentina, 
4,998,000 bu, which included 1,275,000 bu to this 
country. Liverpool was 4d up and Buenos Aires 
prices were firm. 

Weather conditions were favorable and prac- 
tically all reports are favorable. The Missouri 
report showed a condition of 85. Illinois state re- 

rts indicate a condition of 92, or 15 points 

gher than a year ago. Receipts here were 177 
cars, with 220 cars the inspection yesterday. Pri- 
mary receipts for the week were 2,888,000 bu 
against 3,184,000 bu a year ago. Increased offer- 
ings of corn were reported from Illinois. 


Local Traders Sell Oats. 


The oats market was moderately active, with 
local traders selling on the weakness in corn. 
Resting prices were He to \c off. Cash demand 
continues good and there were sales for shipment 
of 330,000 bu. Country hedging sales were re- 

rted much smaller as the result of the decline. 

e Missouri July report makes the condition of 
oate 56, the same as a year ago. The Illinois state 
report was bullish, oats showing a condition of 
61, against 90 two months ago. 
were 100 cars and 229 cars inspected. Primary 
receipts were 8,608,000 bu for the week, compared 
to 4,139,000 bu a year ago. 


Firm Tone in Products. 


In products there was a firm tone. Bartlett- 
Frazier and Logan-Bryan were buyers. Offerings 
were moderate, Cudahy brokers also were cred- 
ited with buying. Hog receipts were a little under 
estimates at 12.000 and the estimate for Monday 
was 87.000. with 125,000 for the coming week. 
Prices at the yards were strong to 5c up. Roberts 
was a fair seller of September pork, with Cross- 
Roy-Saunders the leading buyers. The trade in 
Gry salt meats was said to have improved. West- 
ern hog receipts for the week were 414,100, against 
887,400 a year ago.

Present conditions in the spring wheat country 
are in many ways similar to those of 14, the 
„black rust ’’ year, according to John F. Wright. 
That year the early season conditions were favor- 
able with a total crop indicated in June of 624,000,- 
000 bu, and in July of 641,000,000 bu. On July 18 
September wheat sold at 86c on the expectation of 
a winter whegt crop of 500,000,000 bu. In the early 
part of July there were heavy rains in Nebraska, 
Kansas, and Oklahoma. Later in the month there 
were heavy rains in North Dakota. Black rust 
was reported in Minnesota July 28, and that day 
September sold at 90c, and at 91%c Aug. 1, when 
more rust reports were received, In the early 
part of August there were warm days and heavy 
dews, with a rapid spread of the rust, with a rise in 
September wheat price to §1.13% on Aug. 10. The 
final government report made the crop of winter 
and spring combined 558,000,000 bu, against 641,- 
000,000 bu estimated July.

The demand for new wheat from exporters was 
again quite active, and sales were estimated at 
about 400,000 bu. At outside markets the tone was 
firm as a rule, and prices generally were a little 
firmer. Minneapolis had only 19 cars in, barely 
enough to make a market.

Fair sales of winter 
to the northwest were reported, and Minneapolis 
was said to be outbidding Chicago west of the Mie- 
sourl.
